The new City Directory will be out not 
later than next Wednesday, possibly Tues- 


day. 

Though everybody has occasion to thimb 
the City Directory, there is probably no 
publication so useful in commercial life 
about whose production the public knows 


so little. 
The Directory is to the business man what 


the dictionary is to the man of letters. It 
contains the answers to thousands of ques- 
tions which present themselves to thou- 
sands of different kinds of people. The 
forthcoming Directory will contain 11.000, 000 
ems of type and will comprise 170 pages 
b eee Nene, forty days and forty 
pages. It requires forty 
nights to get out the edition after the in- 
formation is all in the office. 

The man who regards the City Directory 
as a good thing to swear by or a good thing 
to throw at his office boy occasionally, or 
even the man who recognizes the sterling 
worth of the publication, gives little thought 
to how or where or when the City Directory 
is produced. Taking up the last question 
first, it may be said that the Directory is 
being ena ae all the year round. 

The Directory for 1896 will not have been 
thoroughly distributed before the work of 
compiling the 1897 volume will begin. 

There are always ten or twelve men on 
duty. It is the province of these men to 
note changes either in the population, or 

changes in the city as are due to its 
owth. One set of men, for in- 
stance, does nothing but follow up the 
mortuary records.

or private records. a

In the first place the applicant must come 
well recommended by one or more re- 
sponsible citizens in standing in the 
community. He must be a sober and ener- 

etic man of good moral standing and of 
— respectable antecedents. But though 
he may have all these qualifications, to- 
gether with a high order of intelligence, he 
will be turned down unless he shows that 
he has a special adaptability to the work. 

The Gould Directory Co. has a system by 
which the doctrine of the survival of the 
fittest is applied to the agptioants in a 
somewhat unique manner. It has a a 
larly organized and well appointed school in 
its building on Locust street. 

he plan usually followed is fo select 250 
men from among the applicants and place 
these on probation. The 250 are divided into 
five squads of fifty. 

Each of these squads in turn ts given a 
week's schooling and those who prove most 
apt are given positions as canvassers. For 
five weeks instructions are given in the 
school, from 10 a. m. to noon each day. 

The first branch taken up is 82 
The course through which the applicants 
are put is most severe and it is an extra 
good penman that stands the test. The 
work requires a very plain, full round hand, 
which few of the would-be canvassers have, 
and which fewer of them can acquire in one 
week's training. 


Special attention is also paid to spelling. 
The knowledge of proper names and the 
pecullar ways in which they are spelled 
comes natural to some, while others can 
Never acquire it.

The Ancient Firm of Samuel C. Davis 
& Ce. Has Seld Its Stock. 


The entire stock of Samuel C. Davis & 
Co. was sold to-day to Swofford Bros. of 


Kansas City. 
The gale is the last commercial trans- 


action of one of the oldest and wealthiest 
firms in the West. The price or terms could 
not be learned. 

The immense stock of dry goods, notions 
and gents’ furnishings will be moved to 
Kansas City in bulk as soon as the invento- 
ry now under way is completed. One of 
the Swoffords has been in St. Louis sev- 
eral days closing the deal, the final details 
of which were agreed upon just before noon 
to-day. . 

The firm of Samuel C. Davis & Co. has 
been in business in St. Louis for sixty-five 
years. It started in a small way at the 
corner of Market street and Commercial 
Alley. In a few years its trade had so 
increased under the shrewd management 
of Samuel C. Davis, who died in 1882, that it 
sought larger quarters on North Main 
street. Here it remained until 1871, when 
the magnificent five-story solid stone build- 
ing at the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Washington avenue was built and the 
firm has occupied it since. . 

Its trade has been among the most ex- 
tensive of any wholesale dry goods estab- 
lishment in the country. Its contracts 
with the Government in supplying Indian 
agencies have been especially large. 

On the death of Samuel C. Davis he was 
succeeded in the active management by 
his son. John T. Davis, who died two years 
ago this month, leaving an immense es- 
tate. Last September the firm announced 
its determination to go out of business, 
the younger generation St Davises having 
no desire for trade.
